The state bourd of public charities at
their last mecting suggested to the Legis-
Jature that the trustees of the asylum at
this place ‘‘ be required in the reconstruc-
tion of the hospital to build accommoda-
tions for the different classes of the crimi-
nal insane of the state either in wards of
the same building, orin a separate build-
ing—such accommodations to be sufficient
for 200 patients.”

The question of how to provide for the

criminal insane of the commouwealth has
been agitated for several years. At one
time the board of state charities under
the lead of their president, Mr. Joseph
Harrison—a man of philanthropic views,
but of few practical ideas—insisted that
the criminal insane should be seunt to the
state institutions provided for the dement-
ed, and urged the Legisiatire to pass an
act to effect this object. The_writer, then
a member of the State Senate, resisted the
passage of the bill, mainly on the ground
that the state -hospitals were not built
sufficiently strong to hoid this elass.
That a building to hold them securely
should be in the mature of a prison
house with massive bolts and bars and
other provisions against escapy.  To alter
the present structures to this condition
would take away their light, airy and
pleasant appearance amd make them
gloomy structures to constantly remina
the inmates that they were prisoners. The
majority of the Legislature thought proper
8o pass the bill, and the result has been
that whenever a desperate insane eriminal
bas been removed to one of the state hos-
pitals he has invariably managed to effect
his escape, as in the case of Laros amd
others, The trial has led the state board
of charities to the conclusion that to hold
the criminal insane securely, a stroag
prison-like structure must be ercct:d,
heuce the late suggestion so the legisla-
ture that the trustees of the Danville hos-
pital ** be required in the reeonstruction
of the hospital to baild suitable aceommo-
dations for the different classes of the
criminal insane of the state, either in the
wards of the same building, or in a separ-
ate building—such aceommodations to be
sufficient for 200 patients.”’
It would be utterly impossible to adapt
any of the wards of the present structure,
or what remains of them to the purpose
supgested by the board, without tearing
them down to their foundations and re-
building them on the plan of a prison
house, which would mar the whole design
and appearance of the hospital. The only
way then to meet the difficuity wonld be
to erect a separate building enciosed with
a separate strong wall, in the rear of the
present hospital. Such a building eould
be supplied with heat, water, light, venti-
lation, food and other conveniences from
the outbuildings without the state going
to further expense in this direetion, and
no doubt the trustees are perfectly willing
to erect such an addition as has been sug-
gested as svon as the Legislature in its
wisdsm provides them with the funds re-
quired fur the outlay.

Carrying the War inte New York.
Mr. Conkling’s friends have had a ser-
ious “set-back” in a leading editorial in
the Chieago Tribune which goes to show
that if the senator from New York is re-
solved upon a rupture with the president,
because the latter will not submit to his
dictation, the West, at all hazards, will
stand by the exeeutive. The point of the
Tribune's article is cmbodied in the fol-
lowing extract :

“If Conkling persists in his effort to de-
feat the confirmation of Judge Robertson
it will be a notice to the administration
that he intends to raid the president
whenever any New York appointment
shall be made without previously securing
bia consent and approval. In such an
event the president should inaugurate a
system of reprisals. He should not permit
Conkling to do all the fizhting, but should
in turn make war upon Conklingz. Let the
heads of the Conklingites who are in
office fall in the basket as rapidly as their
ierms expire, or at the very moment they
take part in the contest.  From the time
when war shall be declaresdd by Conkling,
no more Conkling men should be appoint-
ed There arec enouzh good men among
the anti Conkling Republicans to fill all
the offices in New York acceptably. Ina
war of this kind, Conkling will be easily
vanquished before President Gartield’s
term of four years shall have expired.
Even the great and ostentatious Conkling
himsell may Le retived from public life by
an aggressive poliey of this kind. The
imposition of his personality at every step
has become offensive to the poople, and
the president may safely count upon pop-
ular support if he shall refnse to tolerate
any future interference from the Now
York ‘Boss’ and righteously punish the
interference of the past.” '

Caopies of the Chicago paper containing
this article have been widely eirculated
and there is one on the desk of every mem-

ber of the Sematr, including the
senator from New York. Mr. Conk
ling will sece that the West is

zoing to take a hand in his little fight, and
that, if war is to come, it will be war to
the knife, with *‘blows to give as well as
blows to take.”

A Curieus Anomaly in Pestal AfMairs.
Negotiations are pending betwecn the
postoflice department and the postal au-
thorities of Canada to prevent the posting
in Canada of United States publications,
which are taken to that country aud
mailed there to subscribers in the United
States for the evident purpose of evading
the rates charged on such matter under
United States postal laws. The evasion
is occassionally practiced by publishers
in this eountry in order to gain the advan
tage of the cheaper rates of postage chargzed
in Canada and the resault in such
instances is that the United States, under
existing postal arrangements with Canada
is deprived of its legitimate postage on
such publieations. It has also been pro-
posed to the Canadian authorities to pro
hibit the cirenlation in the mails between
the two countries of letters and eirculars
concerning lotteries, so-called gilt concerts
or similar enterprises devised and intended
to defraud the public. Correspondence of
this character is, by express provision of
law, nnmailable in the United States, but
is not so in C: and parties engaged
in such schemes go to Canada and there
issue and mail large numbess of these cir-
culars to parties in the United States.
